The  CCC  man  can  take  care  of 
himself.  Safety  measures  and 
instructions  in  safety  are  a rigid 
part  of  his  program.

ARTIST  GREENE 
MAKEiT  DISPLAY 

Contrary  to  the  belief  that  CCC 
boys  are  a bunch  of  naive  crack- 
ers who  wouldn’t  be  interested  in 
in  such  “stuff”  as  art,  the  local 
“conservators”  display  keen  in- 
terest in  pictures,  camp  artist 
Greene  has  recently  painted. 
Much  of  the  entheusiam  is  due  to 
the  fact  that  every  subject  is  a 
part  of  every  day  life  in  camp  — 
something  with  which  is  intema- 
tely  acquainted;  and  most  of  the 
men  seemed  surprised  but  pleas- 
ed, that  such  things  as  huts  and 
poker  games  made  subjects  for 
art. 

The  degrees  and  interest  shown 
take  in  all  the  territory  between 
wise  cracks  and  constructive  cri- 
ticism. For  example:  While  he  is 
working  on  the  “Poker  Player” 
some  one  will  walk  up  to  Greene 
and  say:  “what’s  that  picture  of- 
Did  you  paint  it  all?  Is  it  supposed 
to  be  looking  or  is  he  thinking  of 
his  girl?  What’s  wrong  with  his 
left  thumb?  It’s  not  any  body  in 
particular,  is  it?-  Ever  take  lessons 
in  drawing?  What  you  going  to 
do  with  it?”  All  in  a breath.  Al- 
though the  speaker  my  be  in  dead 
earnest,  he  is  often  annoyed  with 
irrelevent  questions,  then  again 
he  may  be  a tremendous  benefit 
by  calling  the  artists  attention  to 
some  overlooked  detail,  or  he  may 
point  out  the  solution  to  some- 
i thing  that  is  troubling  the  artist 
and  when  people  take  enough  in- 
terest to  become  actually  helpful, 
a painter  knows  his  work  is  doing 
some  good.  Not  only  do  the  men 
display  such  interest  as  those 
above  but  also  show  evidence  of 
artistic  taste.  Many  have  interrup- 
ted Greene’s  work  to  comment  on 
the  coloring  — good  or  bad—  or 
express  sympathy  with  the  fact 
that  one  has  to  stand  away  from  a 
painting  to  get  full  benefit  of  its 
| qualities. 


Highlands  Camp 
Has  Been  Retained 

Highlands  Camp,  Florida  SP-10, 
project  on  which  the  enrollees  of 
this  company  are  engaged  at 
work  has  been  one  of  the  eighteen 
camps  to  be  retained  by  the  Gov- 
ernment during  the  tenth  work 
period  which  will  start  on  Octo- 
ber 1st.  Only  a small  number  of 
State  Parks  projects  will  be  con- 
tinued in  the  state  during  the 
incoming  work  period. 

Officials  connected  with  the 
Florida  Botanical  Garden  and  Ar- 
boretum consider  it  a great  com- 
pliment to  their  efforts  in  the  ad- 
vancement of  the  project.  Work 
i nthis  park  has  been  proclaimed 
by  the  National  Park  authorities 
of  being  of  suh  nature  to  be  car- 
ried on  to  the  point  of  completion 
as  far  as  possible. 

During  the  time  that  the  CCC 
boys  have  been  here  in  Sebring 
they  have  constructed  roads  and 
various  types  of  buildings,  built 
facilities  to  establish  one  of  the 
most  modern  research  and  display 
nursery  found  in  this  part  of  the 
country.  At  the  present  time  the 
slat  house,  is  housing  thousands 
of  dollars  worth  of  plants  both 
new  and-  native  to  Florida.  Land- 
scaping has  been  continuously  in 
progress  during  the  past  three 
years,  resulting  with  mass  plant- 
ing covering  the.  entire  area  cf 
the  park,  Dykes  and  drainage 
systems  are  among  the  jobs  that 
the  boys  of  this  company  have 
constructed. 

An  expenditure  of  $530,317.66 
have  been  expended  during  the 
110,735  man-days  that  the  local 
Civilian  Conservation  Corps  has 
been  working  on  the  Botanical 
Garden  and  Arboretum.  Although 
the  park  is  in  its  infancy,  it  is 
rapidly  becoming  a show  place 
that  is  attracting  attention  from 
citizens  from  various  parts  of  the 
state.  Officials  connected  with 
the  project  are  receiving  commu- 
nications daily  inquiring  as  to 
where  they  may  obtain  certain 
botanical  information.  Many  of 
the  inquiries  are  answered  with 
the  desired  data  being  furnished 
by  those  in  charge  of  the  pro- 
ject.

It  is  with  this  thought  in  mind,  that  we 
take  this  opportunity  of  saying  a word 
concerning  sports.

USE  OF  BLASTING 
AND  DYNAMITING 


The  use  of  dynamite  almays  in- 
terested me.  For  several  months 
I was  a member  of  a dynamite 
crew.  I worked  at  blasting  and 
with  a steam  drill.  The  softer  the 
rocks  the  more  dynamite  must  be 
used.  The  thing  you  speak  of  that 
is  pushed  down  to  set  off  the 
charge  is  a dynamo.  It  creates  an 
electric  current  that  travels  over 
the  lines  to  a little  spark  plug  that 
fires  ino  he  detonator.  We  used 
old  bed  springs  to  put  over  the 
holes  to  catch  the  small  frag- 
ments of  rock.  We  would  lay  logs 
over  the  springs  to  keep  the 
rocks  from  flying  too  high. 

* * * 

Sometimes  the  drill  would  hit 
a small,  loose  stone  in  the  hole 
and  buck  up  and  down.  I had  a 
wise  cracking  young  rookie  help- 
ing me  and  one  afternoon  he  ask- 
ed: “What  causes  that?” 

“That’s  crooked  steam  going 
into  the  drill”  I tol  him.  Then  I 
pointed  to  the  steam  hose  that  fed 
the  drill,  which  made  several  lit- 
tle curves  as  it  lay  on  the  ground. 
He  went  over  and  .kicked  the  hose 
straight.  As  just  when  he  got  it 
straight  the  bucking  stopped  and 
she  began  to  drill  steadily  and 
ryhhmically.  I’ll  bet  until  this 
day  he  believes  what  I told  him 
about  the  “crooked  steam”. 

* * * 

The  thing  that  disturbed  me 
most  was  the  delayed  charge. 
Usually  we  found  it  was  a short 
circuit  caused  by  a piece  of  insu- 
lation rubbed  off  a wire. 

One  day  I was  drilling  and  the 
drill  struck  something  soft  and 
sunk  down.  I lifted  it  up  and  found 
it  had  hit  a stick  of  dynamite  that 
somebody  had  put  there  before 
and  left  there  when  it  didn’t  ex- 
plode. 

Lucky  I was  drilling  wet  and 
pumping  out  the  holes  with  a 
hand  pump. 

There  are  a lot  of  seams  in 
rocks  and  occasionally  I would 
strike  one.  I let  off  the  charge,  a 
large  piece  of  rock  went  up  in 
one  piece  and  went  through  the 
roof  of  a house  where  a family 
was  living  at  the  time.

Black  Widow  Spiders  are  not 
as  dangerous  as  believed.  There 
is  no  reason  to  fear  being  attack- 
ed by  the  Black  Widow  Spider.  I 
have  listened  to  a great  deal  of 
illustrations  in  the  past  several 
years  in  safety  meetings  about  the 
dangerous  bite  of  the  black  widow 
spider. 

It  is  true  that  th  ebite  is  poi- 
sionous,  and  if  it  bites  you  you 
will  likely  be  sick  for  a few  hours, 
but  it  is  very  hard  to  get  one  of 
them  to  bite  you. 

I have  caught  many  black  wi- 
dow spiders  with  the  bare  hand 
and  have  ofter  held  three  or  four 
at  one  time. 

Most  of  the  stories  about  black 
widow  spiders  are  imaginary.
